Belligerent Crowd Seizes Gun* 
After Driving Police Away; 
Ultimatum Is Ignored 


By The Associated Press 


LONDON, 
Sept. 14.— A Reuters (British news agency) 
dispatch from Prague today reported that Sudeten German 
party headquarters said “ a regular battle'’ was in progress 
near Falkenau, northeastern Czechoslovakia, between Suddens 
and Czechoslovak troops and police. 
Sudeten leaders said heavy tanks were being used in the 
conflict and that between IO and 13 Czech gendarmes had been 
killed, according to the dispatch. 
Losses of the Sudeten Germans were described as 4‘much 
heavier” but no figure was given. 
Sudetens Fight With Communists 
The trouble was said by the Sudetens to have begun in a 
fight between “ communists” and Sudetens. 
The gendarmes 
attempted to separate the belligerents without using their 
weapons, the report said, but were forced to retreat into a po­ 
lice station where they were attacked by the crowd. 
Shooting then broke out and several policemen were shot 
down as they attempted to escape from the building. 
The crowd seized weapons in the police station, including 
two machine-guns and a number of hand grenades. 
The Su­ 
deten version said police reinforcements arrived a short time 
later from Falkenau and Zwodau and opened fire on the Su­ 
detens, who returned the fire. 
Meanwhile, Konrad Henlem, leader of the Sudeten Ger­ 
mans, informed the British Runciman mediation mission today 
that the Sudeten committee for negotiation with the Czecho* 
slovak government had been dissolved. 
As a result there is a complete breakdown in efforts to 
solve the bitter, bloody dispute over the Sudetens’ demands 
for self rule, there being no machinery on the Sudeten side for 
further discussion. 
Sudeten Ultimatum Ignored 
Meanwhile the government, ignoring the Sudetens ulti­ 
matum demanding cessation of martial law in Sudeten regions, 
commandeered motor busses in Prague to rush fresh troops in­ 
to the region under military control. 
The ultimatum expired 
early today, without immediate results. 
The Sudeten party is coroneted on „ 'He ^©ada&ship prin­ 
ciple—fo.lowing the Nazi German model—therefore Henlein 
ss fuehrer alone has authority to discuss anything with the 
Prague government. 
The Sudeten leader said that in view of acts of violence in 
the Sudeten region the party felt that proper atmosphere for 
negotations no longer existed. 
Whether Henlein himself could be induced to confer with 
President Fdwrd Benes or Pre rn id Milan Hodza remained a 
question.

Meanwhile, martial law was extended over two more Su­ 
deten communities—McMotau and Grasslitz. 
Sol&hKV^nd 
special police this afternoon were preserving order in ten fron­ 
tier districts. 
Reports to the capital indicated they were doing 
an effective job. 
Million Citizens Affected 
“ All quiet throughout the republic,” the government ra­ 
dio announced jubilantly at 2 p. rn. (8 a. in. Eastern Standard 
Time). 
It was estimated that more than a million citizens of Czecho­ 
slovakia were subject to the stern regulations of defense of 
the realm acts (martial law). 
Soldiers were in complete con­ 
trol of regions irt which disturbances following Adolf Hitler's 
Nurnberg speech of Monday night resulted in the deaths of at 
least 17 persons. 
A government source emphasized there were no special 
troop movements toward the tense C'zechoslovak-Gerraau fron­ 
tier but said the motorized units were reinforcing soldiers and 
civil authorities in eight Sudeten German districts where 12 
were killed and many injured in clashes following Adolf Hit­ 
ler’s Nurnberg attack on Czechoslovakia Monday. 
Soldiers in automobiles patroled highways leading to the Sudetett 
German cities. Many residents left their homes there aud fled to Prague. 
The government, facing possible rebellion that could engender 
European war, early today ignoied 
a 
Sudeten 
Germ an 
ultimatum 
against the martial law orders and instead concentrated troops In the 
troubled Sudeten towns near the western frontier. 


Prague Seeks Defense Funds 


The city of Prague launched a drive for a public subscription to 
raise national defense funds as the nation awaited the next move and 
speculated upon possible action by Germany. 
A breakdown in Czech-Sudeten peace negotiations and the Czech 
governm ent’s virtual refusal of Sudeten German L eader Konrad Hen- 
lein's ultim atum against martial law added new tension to the crisis. 
Sudeten German declarations th at no conditions longer existed 
for continuing the negotiations and the subsequent ultimatum, which 
expired early today, apparently only brought stronger government 
m easures to prevent new disorders by dispatching reinforcements to 
Sudeten garrisons. 
Czech offfcisls appeared to be waiting the next move by Hen- 
lein’s foJlowers after advising the Sudeten Germans that the govern­ 
ment was ready to discuss the Sudeten demands lf they were pre­ 
sented by a delegation in Prague. 
Reports persisted that Henlein himself might present a demand 
for a plebiscite to the governm ent as widespread agitation for such 
action continued in Sudeten Germ an territory. 
The Czech government, took no official notice of the Sudeten ulti­ 
matum but gave a clear indication th at while the demands would be 
considered if presented in P rague there was no intention at present 
of revoking martial law. 
Czechs generally adm itted the gravity of th" situation and foresaw 
a continued th rea t to peace, perhaps of all Europe, for the next 24 
hours. They declined to predict the course of events for that critical 
period. 
Demands Increased for a plebiscite In the Sudeten regions, to de­ 
termine by whom the Germ an speaking minority should be governed. 
This led to widely-circulated reports that a formal demand would be 
made for such a referendum. 
T here were indications also of new' British efforts to effect a 
resumption of peaceful 
negotiations with the Prague government, 
broken off abruptly by the Sudeten party leaders. 


Troops Concentrste On Border 


The troop concentration In riotous Sudeten towns was said to 
be “considerable.’' Travelers on western and northern highways saw 
num erous truckloads of soldiers. 
Som e reaervists were called, but the government said no general 
mobilizatlrai had been ordered.

W hen feelings grow tense, isolation is shattered 
by partisanship. Already, on the basis of remarks

A Fish ‘Rescue’ Truck 
I 
T ’S alw ays 
wet weather for Ohio's piscatorial 
population 
since 
Conservation 
Commissioner 
Lawrence Wooden placed in operation his especially 
designed fish “ rescue" tru* k. 
Equipped 
with oxygenated tanks, the truck Is 
utilized in periods of drouth or flood to transfer 
members of the finny tribe from shallow pools to 
lakes and streams more adequately supplied with 
water. 
"In an ordinary year." Wooden estimated, “ we will 
save more than a half-millign fish which otherwise 
would have died in drying pools Many of these are 
mature game species which would require years to 
replace 
Besides, it’s far cheaper to stock streams 
this way than to breed all the fish in hatcheries.” 
The rescue equipment was mounted on an ordinary 
truck chassis a! a cost of less than $300. It inelt 
three large metal tanks, capable of carrying al 
2.000 fish at a time, and an aerating engine which 
assures adequate oxygen content in the water. 
Before fish are scooped from drying pools in hand 
nets, water in the tanks is tested for temperature and 
oxygen On long hauls the oxygen-creating engine is 
operated continuously, and when heat is extreme, ice 
is placed on top of the tanks 
W hile only short trips are contemplated. Wooden 
said the truck was capable of transporting fish more 
than 200 miles without injury 
In addition to rescuing stranded fish, the truck 
will be used to transfer surpluses of coarse fish, such 
as suckers and quillbacks, to waters predominant 
with predatory species which need them for food.

MONTREAL—Hunting big-hom­ 
ed sheep in the Canadian Rockies 
is better sport than

game” 
hunting in Africa. Harry Snyder. 
Canadian sportsman, said on his re­ 
turn here after a four month expe­ 
dition in Africa. 
During the trip, Snyders' party 
bagged the largest 
bull 
elephant 
and giraffe ever shot, and came 
across an albino giraffe. 
“The thrill in killing a big-horn­ 
ed sheep in the Rockies is the dif­
